Veterans’ - Housing Program
Order 3, which prohibits the
use of cast iron soil pipe more
than fivé' feet beyond the build-
ing’line of a new structure, will
make enough of this pipe avail-
able in Southern California to
equip. more than 25,000 new
homes by the end of 1947, Louis
M. Dreves, regional  director
here of the: Civilian Production
Administration ~ construction di-
vision, estimated. .
